INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

New  Swiss  Regulations  Regarding  Importation  of  Meat  Products. 

The  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  information  that  the  Swiss  Federal  Council  has  issued  a 
decree  fixing  the  date  of  July  1,  1909,  for  the  enforcement  of  the  law  of  December  8, 
1905,  in  regard  to  traffic  in  food  products,  and  has  at  the  same  time  issued  regulations 
governing  their  transportation  and  inspection.  The  principal  innovations  made  by 
the  new  regulations  with  regard  to  meat  products  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  examination  at  the  frontier  is  more  stringent  and  each  package  must  be 
opened. 

2.  The  importer  must  brand  each  piece  of  meat  weighing  over  2.2  pounds  with 
the  word  "America.'' 

3.  The  former  certificate  of  origin  will  no  longer  be  valid.  The  official  inspector 
of  the  country  whence  the  meat  is  exported  must  expressly  certify,  in  a  document 
drawn  up  in  either  German,  French,  or  Italian,  that  the  meat  is  sound,  fit  for  human 
food,  and  derived  from  animals  of  the  bovine  race,  sheep,  goats,  or  swine,  which, 
before  and  after  slaughter,  were  found  to  be  free  from  disease,  infection,  or  contagion. 
The  certificate  must  be  legibly  filled  out  and  signed  by  the  official  inspector  in  his 
own  handwriting  and  stamped  with  his  official  seal. 

4.  All  means  of  preservation  except  salt,  sugar,  and  saltpeter  are  forbidden. 

5.  Sausages  in  particular  must  contain  no  meal,  potatoes,  or  borax,  nor  must  they 
be  colored,  while  the  coloring  of  cheese,  butter,  margarin.  and  preserved  fruit  is 
expressly  authorized. 

6.  In  every  place  where  American  meats  or  lard  are  sold  the  fact  must  be  indicated 
by  poster. 

7.  Every  merchant  who  wishes  to  import  foreign  meats  must  provide  himself  with 
a  special  permission  from  the  cantonal  authorities. 

8.  A  special  permission  is  required  for  each  individual  importation  of  frozen  meat. 

Legalization  of  Certificates  Unnecessary  for  Exports  to  the  Netherlands. 

Information  has  been  received  through  the  Department  of  State  from  the  Nether- 
lands Government  that  legalization  by  the  Netherlands  consul-general  at  Chicago  of 
the  certificates  issued  by  the  American  authorities  for  meat  for  export  to  the  Nether- 
lands is  not  required  by  the  Government  of  that  country . 

Shipments  to  Panama. 

As  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  are  not  a  part  of  the  Panama  Canal  Zone,  but 
belong  to  the  Government  of  Panama,  shipments  destined  to  those  cities  are  exports 
and  should  be  stamped  and  otherwise  handled  accordingly. 
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Presence  of  Cotton-seed  Oil  Stearin  Must  be  Shown  on  Label. 

When  cotton-seed  oil  stearin  is  used  as  an  ingredient  of  a  meat  food  product  its 
presence  must  be  plainly  shown  on  the  label.

SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

" Carbo-Cresol,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  Meyer  Brothers  Drug 
Company,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons 
of  water. 

"Eclectic  Stock  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  The  Electric  Medical 
Company,  Brookfleld,  Mo.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons 
of  water. 

"G.  W.  Chlorozone  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  The  Great  West- 
ern Oil  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than 
49  gallons  of  water. 

"R.  R.  Rogers  Sheep  Dip,"  a  cresol  dip,  manufactured  by  R.  R.  Rogers  Chemical 
Company,  San  Francisco,  Cal.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  138 
gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty  required 
of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments  thereto,  or 
which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or  amendments. 

"  Cooper's  Fluid  Dip." — Circular  letter  ZE-383,  dated  April  2,  1909,  rescinding  per- 
mission for  the  use  of  Cooper's  Fluid  Dip  in  the  official  dipping  of  sheep,  is  hereby 
modified  so  as  to  permit  the  use  of  this  dip  when  taken  from  containers  which  bear  a 
serial  number  (such  as  "45/'  "101,"  etc.)  stamped  on  the  label.  Until  further 
orders  inspectors  will  report  by  letter  the  numbers  on  the  containers  when  this  dip  is 
used  in  official  dipping.
